UPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTER’S REPORT. 


To the citizens of Warner: No marked changes have occurred 
in the school department the past year. 

On account of the retrenchment in the school funds, some of the 
schools in town have been much shorter than m former years, and 
consequently the same advancement in the aggregate of scholar- 
ship could not reasonably be expected. In some instances, how- 
ever, schools have been prolonged by board and fuel being given, 
an example which it would be for the advantage of other small 
districts to imitate. Text books have been still further reduced 
and the corresponding benefit felt where the change has been 
effected. We hope that another year will complete an entire uni- 
formity in this respect. It is to be regretted that nothing has 
been done in the way of school-house improvements, which cer- 
tainly in some instances are much needed. It is hoped that this 
necessity, so deeply felt, will soon be met. Our Prudential 
Committees have showed commendable interest in the discharge of 
their duties, the beneficial results of which appeared in the compe- 
tency of our teachers, the aggregate of whose successes has been 
very good. We hope the same care will be felt another year in 
the choice of such committees, and that they will feel duly respon- 
sible in their work. . 


The state of the schools is as follows : 


District No. 1. Summer Term was taught by Miss Martie 
Croucu. The school appeared very well at the time of our visit. 
The teacher labored hard and faithfully, and if in the end, some of 
the scholars did not make great improvement it was their own 
fault. Length of school 8 weeks. Number of scholars 22. 


Winter Term was taught by Miss Ruopa B. Tompson. Miss 
Thompson is a thorough and experienced teacher, and we are sat- 
isfied that most of the scholars made as good improvement as 
could be expected, in such an old dilapitated house, with the mer- 
cury below zero, and the wood buried in snowandice. It is truly 
the meanest apology for a school house in town. Length of 
school 7 weeks. Number of scholars 32. 


Dist. No. 2. This school, first term, was taught by Miss 
Oxuive W. Ranp. Few are more thorough and apt to teach, and 
better posted on all the rudimental principles of education. Her 
readiness on all subjects, in her line, and ease of communicating 
what she knows, cannot fail to interest and advance her scholars. 
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As might be expected, under her instruction the school made com- 
mendable progress. Length of term, 9 weeks. Number of 
scholars 23. Average attendance 16. 


Winter Term. Mr. Atamanpo Davis, Teacher. This is his 
second term in this district, and we believe his success this year, 
has not been less than it was last. All branches were well taught, 
while the school gave evidence of respectable progress. The 
school-house will bear large improvements. Length of term, 7 
weeks. Number of scholars, 22. Average attendance, 19. 


Dist. No. 8. This school was taught, first term, by Miss 
Sarau C. PERRY, a young teacher, but interested and earnest in 
her work, evincing a desire to know the best method of benefiting 
her scholars. She was successful and the school made good pro- 
gress. Length of term, 6 weeks. Number of scholars, 19. 
Average number, 16. ) 


Winter Term. Miss Or1vE W. Ranp, Teacher. Everything 
was thoroughly taught. The’ closing visit was highly pleasing, 
the aspect of the school being such as to reflect much honor upon 
the teacher and. scholars. Length of term, 11 weeks. Number 
of scholars 31. Average attendance, 23. 


Dist. No. 4. Summer Term was taught by Miss Jennia S. 
BarTLETT, an experienced teacher. The school appeared very 
well and good improvement was made in the several branches 
studied. 


The Winter Term was taught by Miss Srna Stanitey. Miss 
Stanley tried hard to govern the school by gaining the love and 
good will of the scholars, but failed. Her manner of teaching 
was systematic and thorough, as far as we were able to judge. 
We think that some of the scholars in this district are inclined to 
be willful, and would advise the committee hereafter to procure 
the services of some person that they will stand in fear of. Whole 
number of scholars in first term, 8; second term, 12. 


Dist. No. 5. There was but one term of school in this district. 
It was taught by Miss Mary E. Bran, an experienced and suc- 
cessful teacher. The school finished abruptly on account of sick- 
ness. Therefore we did not visit it the second time. No. of 
scholars, 16. Length of school, 8 weeks. 


Dist. No. 6. The Summer Term was taught by Miss Emma J. 
Eva, the Winter Term by Miss Manara Rann, both experienced 
teachers. Good order was maintained during both terms, and good 
improvement made in the several branches studied. Summer term 
8 weeks ; Winter term 11 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 28. 


Dist. No. 7. One term only during the year. Miss Carrie 
S. Husparp, teacher. She is young in teaching, but manifests 
good teaching abilities, which by practice will make her a desire- 


a 
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able teacher. The school was small, and not advanced at the be- 
ginning, but gave signs of decided improvement at the close. 
Length of term 71-2 weeks. Number of scholars, 4; average 
number, 3 1-2. 


Dist. No. 8. Summer Term was taught by Miss Saran A. 
CoLspy, an experienced and successful teacher. The various 
branches studied were. thoroughly taught, and the progress made 
reflects credit alike upon teacher and scholar. Length of term, 8 
weeks. Number of scholars, 23; average attendance, 20 1-2. 


Winter Term taught by Miss Lucie J. ANpDREws, of Sutton, 
who manifested an interest in her work, and a very good talent for 
teaching. The term passed pleasantly, and we believe prosper- 
ously. Length of term, 10 weeks. Number of scholars, 22 ; 
average attendance, 171. 


Dist. No. 9. Both terms taught by Miss Acusa L. CHENEY, 
of Bradford, who is one of the best of teachers, possessing a pecu- 
liar faculty of instructing and governing her pupils. She teaches 
elaborately and thoroughly, manifesting energy and ability in com- 
municating what she knows to the benefit of her pupils. “Length 
of first term, 8 weeks. Number of scholars, 21 ; average attend- 
ance, 17. Second term, 74 pom ‘Number of scholars, 24; 
average attendance, 20. 


Dist. No. 10. One term the past year. Miss Appnra H. 
Frianpers, Téacher. This is a small school, hardly enough to 
make it interesting, as the scholars are mostly small and not far 
enough advanced in their studies to manifest a lively interest in 
them. The advancement as good as could be expected under the 
circumstances. Length of term, 114 weeks. Number of schol- 
ars, 7; average attendance, 6. 


Dist. No. 11. Both Swmmer and Winter Terms were taught 
by Miss ANNETTE ANDREWS. Both schools were very small, but 
Miss Andrews labored faithfully and the scholars made good im- 
provement under her instruction. Whole number of scholars, 10. 

- Summer term, 12 weeks; Winter term, 8. 


Distr. No. 12. Swmmer Term was taught by Miss Laura A. 
 Argken; Winter Term by Miss Marterra L. Coucn, both young 
_ teachers, but well adapted for the vocation. We think with a lit 
_ tle more experience they will become ornaments to the profession. 
. The school is small, but well advanced, and we trust that if made 
good improvement both terms. Length of school, 12 var 
| Whole number of scholars, 8; average, 74. 







|. Dist. No. 13. The school in higher department was taught 
both terms by Miss Marrua J. Emerson. She is too well known 
in the department of teaching to need. our commendations here.

Primary Department, Miss Mary E. Bran, teacher, both 
terms. We always expect to find her schools better at their close 
than she finds them at the beginning, and we are never disap- 
pointed. Her services the past year have been attended with re- 
sults worthy of her reputation. Length of first term, 10 weeks. 
Number of scholars, 33. Winter term, 13 weeks. Whole num- 
ber, 43. 


Dist. No. 15. Summer Term was taught by Miss Frances 
M. Cuenry. This was Miss .Cheney’s first.attempt at school 
teaching, and we are happy to say that she was successful and 
earned a, good reputation as a teacher. The school was quiet and 
good improvement was made. 


Winter Term was taught by Miss Exriren M. FLAanpers, a 
young but good teacher. Good order was maintained and good 
improvement made. We think we never saw the school in a more 
prosperous condition. We hope the scholars will endeavor to 
maintain their present good report. 


Dist. No. 16. Summer Term was taught by Miss Harrrer 
L. Davis. This isa pleasant school; the scholars were very 
studious and still. Miss Davis is evidently a good disciplinarian, 
and the scholars made good improvement under her instruction.

Distr. No. 23. This is a small school, in session but one term 
this year, taught by Miss Saran M. Bartierr. This was her 
first school and a successful one. Some misunderstanding pre- 
cluded the closing visit, but we learned that the school prospered, 
and that she gave universal satisfaction. Length of school, 10 
weeks. Number ofscholars 7; average attendance, 5. ; 


Dist. No. 24. An interesting little school of small scholars of 
considerable promise. It is doing well in the rudiments, and we 
are always pleased with its appearance. It was taught—both 
terms— by Miss Henrrerra Porter, a teacher of experience. 
The closing visit was necessarily prevented, but the aspect of the 
school at the beginning warranted a prosperous term. Length of 
first term, 5 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 13. Second term, 
5 weeks; number of scholars, 10. —
